Mr. T. V. Powderley, ot Scranton, Pa, 


grand master workman of tbe Knights ot 
Labor, wbo ifl expected to visit Deoatur, 
was at Springfield yesterday. A telegram 
states that be was accompanied by oom- 
mittees from Fcjrt Wayne, Andrews, De- 
catuT, Moberly, Peru and St. Lonis, and 
held a consultation with the striking 
Wabash shopmen, with a view to bring- 
ing about a settlement ot the difficulties.

Traction Engines In the Streoie. 


Tho last general assembly passed a luw 


relating to traction engines upon the 
highways, which may be of interest to 
our readers, especially to those who own 
the machines: 


"That a parson iu charge of any steam 


engine being propelled over the highways 
of the State, wholly or in part by steam, 
shall stop the engine within one hundred 
yards of any person or persons going in 
tho opposite direction with u team or 
teams; also that the owner of said engine 
shall keep a trusty man from fifty to two 
hundred yards in advance of said engine 
to assist iu controlling any stock that 
may be ou said highways. It is made un- 
lawful to blow the whistle of any engine 
on the highway or to drive 8 steam en- 
gine over any bridge or culvert ou any 
highway without using four stout, strong 
planks, not less than four feet long, one 
foot wide and two inches thick, two of 
the planks to bo constantly under the 
wheels of said engine while crossing said 
bridge or culvert. There is a penalty ot 
not less than 810 or more than SCO for 
any violation of the law, and for tho un- 
lawful passing over any bridge or culvert 
the owner of the engine shall be held for 
all damages to said culvert or bridge."
